of the appointment of five lawyers." 
The committee does not mince matters 
in any respect, and in reality strikes 
direct from the shoulder. Their ultima- 
tum is that the commissioners shall 
work not nominally, but shall put in 4 
hours each day, and instead of receiv- 
ing ?10 per diem, their salary shall not 
be more than $5 a day 
One stenog-

utive order of President Dole dated

Your committee would alsoxiall atten- 


tion to the fact that many pt>our citi- 
zens have given their" "services gratis 
in helping to put down tae bubonic

who have given their services are the 
members of the Board of Health and 
the h inance Committee appointed to as- 
bist the Board of Healtht all of whom 
are men who are loaded down

Jf there was any slate framed for the 


conduct of the meeting it was smashed 
to smithereens by A'bram S. Humphrey 
The young Mississippi lawyer got in 
tarly and with the aid of the majoricj 
of those present did valiant execution 
Timothy Murray, who has been accus- 
ed of being "the whoie thing" in the 
organization, was as modest as a 
and his voice was heard oniy now ano 
then irom a chair nearest to the real 
wall. 


There were in the hall last night just 


lialf a hundred people. One was a Ha- 
waiian, two were Portuguese, three 
were American negroes, and the o-herss 
were whites of dittering national!ues 
The .hall was comfortably fitted up with 
seats lor 260; electric lights and every 
convenience for parliamentary discus- 
sion. 
Over the upholstered seats

the officers was the great shield of tht 
American League with 
its legend 01

eagle. 


The front row of seats was unoccu- 


pied except for 
Lewis,

Sam Nowtem wore a hibiscus bouton- 
nlerre and a broad grin. He was hap- 
py and gave vent to his delight. Colonel 
William Fisher and Lawyer Humphrey^ 
were seated near each other, but were 
not together. 
Franklin Austin 
was 


present, but did not commit himself. 
"Scout" Bennett was a prominent fig- 
ure on the left, and Dick Daly led the 
rightists. 


Clarence Crabbe called the meeting to 


order. Just why no one could say.

Then 
up rose Abram S. Humphreys and In 
one second changed the tace of things. 
He demanded that the constitution be 
not lumped for adoption but that it be 
read and passed piecemeal. He declar- 
ed that it was a serious matter and 
he for one would not take the respons- 
ibility of voting for a constitution 
blindfold. 
"Here was a proposal for 


the creation of a Republican party and 
yet there was an attempt to rush 
through one of the most important de- 
tails of organization.

Humphreys prevailed.

In addition to the intelligence qualifi- 
cation an Income of $600 per annum 
or own real estate to the value of $1,500 
or personal property equal to f3,000 
This is held to be necessary to keep the 
native and 
Portuguese" vote 
from 


swamping the American, English, and 
German votes The appearance of this 
provision in the bill prompted Senator 
Tillman to extol the South Carolina 
election law The Senate was not con- 
vinced however, and struck out the 
property qualification, so that all male

as at present constituted by appoint- 
ments made by President Dole, does not 
meet witn t».e approval or endorsement 
of this Cnamber, which is disappointed 
tiiat the (.uminei cial community of this 
city should be entirely misrepresented 
in that Court. 


The Lndiuoer fully recognizes 
the 


importance of tne Court being presided 
over by some one of experience m the 
application 
and practice of law, but 


lails to understand the reasons which 
seem to have rendered it necessary that 
the whole Court should consist of mem- 
bers of the legal profession. 


The meeting was tne outcome of in-

IVroutka came here from the Coast 


in the Mariposa in January. 
He went 


first to the California hotel and later 
to the Queen hotel.

The last time he was seen alive was 
on Thursday of last week 
when 
he 


complained of feeling ill. 
On Friday 


morning the chambermaid at the Villa 
attempted 'to enter Peroutka's room but 
found the door locked. 
Since 
then 


there had been a very foul smell no- 
ticed !n the npighborhood of the locked 
room and E. M. Brown, who has the 
room next to where the 
body 
was 


found, broke open the locked door and 
discovered the body. It was very badly 
decomposed and had apparently been 
dead four or five days. , 


The police were notified and Deputy 


Marshal Chillingworth went to 
the 


scene and had the body removed to the 
morgue. Nothing in the room was dis- 
turbed. As the bed had not been slept 
on it is thought that the suicide took 
place on Thursday night. Mrs. Betterg, 
who keeps the Villa, had not made any 
attempt to enter the" room when she 
found it locke<l, as she thought 
the 


lodger was out of town. 


The following jury were impanelled 


and taken to view the remains: Sam 
Kubey, J. H. Schnack, C. L. Clement, 
Fr. Goudie, W. E. Bivena and Charles 
Hyde. 
The inquest will be held 
to- 


day a,t 2 p. m. at the Deputy Marshal's 
office. 


L. M. Presnal, who arrived here on 


the Mariposa along with Peroutka, says 
that the man had $8,150 with him when 
he arrived. He had brought the money 
with him in bills and on exhibiting it 
had been told it would be safer to bank 
it. He took the money and going out 
was gone some time. On returning he 
stated that he had distributed the mon- 
ey among the three bonks. With re- 
gard to the money, he stated that he 
had carried it on his person to save ex- 
change. 


During various conversations had 


with Presnal the suicide stated that he 
was a shoemaker by occupation; that 
he had a -wife and daughter in Wlnona, 
Minnesota, whom te wanted to bring 
out here; that he had sold out a gener- 
al store lie had been conducting and 
had come -here to invest the proceeds. 
Mr. Presnal also saye that Peroutka 
said, in answer to a question as to his 
parentage, that he was a Scandinavian 
and a naturalized American. He was 
very much afraid 
of the plague and 


kad met with some loss In an invest- 
ment in sugar stock made Boon after 
arriving here. 


Among Peroutka's effects were some 


very fine clothes and a considerable 
amount of jewelry. He was a man who 
always appeared well and looked like 
a man of money. He was between 45 
and 50 years of age.

Ai v>e are now 


just entering upon a new chapter in our 
aistory under conditions of ..he bright 
tst piomise it would be inexcusable to 
repeat the old mistake. 
The valleys 


baci: oi the town do not offer proper 
conditions, tbe land to the eattward 
s rocky until the fuuner slope of Wai- 
alae is reached. A suburb is springing 
up in this direction and it is in the 
natural line of growth of the fi.y for 
es denee purposes. It being the direc- 
ion from which the trade winds blow 
furnishes additional reason why this 
section should be used for dwellings 
and not for burials. To the westward 
he Executive had under consideration 
wo years ago the land of Halawa and 
he land of Kahauiki. Both of these 
tracts are suitable for the purpose, al- 
.uough the latter might be considered 
:oo near town. 
The Board of Health 


ihouid have readily approved of either. 
Unfortunately 
neither are at present 


available. One has been acquired for 
ilantation use. and the other set apart 
>y the Federal Government for army 
nurposes. The Beard of Health is not 
vested with authority to purchase land 
or burial purposes. There is nothing, 
lowever to prevent private enterprise 
rom providing the land. The function 
of the Board is that of approval only. 
The duty is by law (§872 Penal Laws) 
placed upon the Board to "make all 
egulatlons wh'ch it may judge neces- 
sary for the interment of the dead and 
especting ' cemeteries 
and 
burying 


jrounds." 
This clearly makes it In- 


cumbent upon the Board to prohibit the 
over-crowding of cemeteries and 
the 


burial of bodies in improper 
places. 


This brings us to the most important 
aspect of the whole subject: the effect 
of burials within thickly settled dis- 
tricts upon the public health. 


On this point we quote the foMowlng 


aatemprts fourd In an art'ele by Mr. 
,ouis WIndmuller in the August ni'tn- 
'pr. 1898, of the North American Re- 
•iew.
